Joe Frost of the University 
of Texas Early Childhood 
Education Department says. 
“ No denying it. They are 
finding m eaningful work 
that they want to do, and 
they are working outside the 
home 
in 
ever 
increasing 
numbers. 
•But if this means that 
they are actually moving 
away from child care and 
nurturance, he says, 
then 
there had better be a con­ 
current movement toward 
child care and nurturance by 
fathers.” 


How can husband and wife 
adjust to the changes? 
F rost 
and 
Dr. 
Guy 
Manaster of the University 
of 
T exas 
E ducational 
Psychology 
D ep artm en t 
have a message to impart to 
couples on this score: Work 


it out between you. 
“The greatest danger I see 
is that no one assumes the 
role of parent,” says Frost.

someone acting in the role of 
parent. It can be his mother; 
it can be his father. It also 
can be someone else acting 
in either capacity. Biology 
really doesn’t make much 
difference here.” 


M anaster says: 
“There’s been a good deal 
of

about contractual 
m arriage - defining just 
what task each party will 
perform in the marriage: 
housecleaning, childrearing, 
the whole bit. Personally, I 
regard that as disastrous. On

This 
includes sex roles. Of course, 
sex roles are learned and 
acculturated. But so w hat9 
You still must have a wide 
option available to kids so 
that they can make their own 
decisions. 
“ In schools, for instance. A 
male teacher is apt to do far 
different 
things 
than 
a 
female. The man might set 
up a carpetnry center. A 
women is less apt to do this 
this. And even if she does, 
she is less apt to demon­ 
strate pleasure in doing so. 
Pleasure is something you 
have a hard time faking. 
Beginning from infancy on. 
children need men too.”

particularly one where he 
may be unfam iliar with the 
area, the customs and where 
he may not plan to be on the 
scene himself all the time 
but have to rely on others. 
Many developers and real

properties,

aimed at prospects in the 
m iddle incom e brackets. 
M artin said,

Americans to finance their 
purchase with a personal 
loan from a bank at home, 
where terms and rates m ay 
be more reasonable.

investment in real estate.

tax and uncomplicated legal 
arrangements. 
Under

present government, foreign 
property owners have the

“ On the other hand, some 
c o u n t r i e s 
a c t i v e l y 
discourage 
all 
foreign 
property buyers. France is 
known for its legal com­ 
plexities and high transfer 
and property taxes that dis­ 
courage less affluent buyers.
